Which is fine for Sukarno of 
Indonesia. By this Has of rea¬ 
soning. Dutch New Guinea 
should be tiven no o pportunity 
to say what it wants. The Neth¬ 
erlands must just deliver Dutch 
New Guinea to Indonesia be 
cause the Dutch had Included 
Its portion of the land In Its 
administrative area of Indo¬ 
nesia. 

The same tale could befall 
Australia's vast archipelago 
which includes, besides main¬ 
land Papua and New Guinea, 
the enormous Btunarck Aich> 
priago and several hundred 
other rapidly developing 
islands.

Carden Notes 


A Basement Garden! 


By M. V. C IHIXiT, r*sw 
WTinnAI. LIGHT — . W T.N., 
Victoria i. Yea. it i* quit# poasihle to 
(row a wide nnttjr of plants in your 
basement under artificial light, and 
in many respects this is a more eco¬ 
nomic*! propoaitlon than a green* 
house. 

Ordinary incandsaceni light bulbs 
are not very satisfactory as they give 
off too much hast and plants placed 
Here enough u> take full advantage 
of the light would be scorched. Fluo¬ 
rescent tubes are ideal and each umt 
could consist of two 40watt tubes 
mounted cioae together in a reflector 
and arranged 12 to JS inches above 
the plants. Plants will need 12 to 15 
hours of light daily apd It Is possible 
to purchase a time switch to turn the 
lights on and off automatically 
A very good book on the subject 
is "Growing Plants Under Artificial 
Light' by Peggy Schulz. 

GLADIOLI H SCAB IT.F. 
Ganges'. The gladiolus norms you 
sent me are suffering from a bad at¬ 
tack of a fungus infectioi; called scab. 
It U a skin disease of glad- you will 
notice that the shiny, dark scab like 
patches do not penetrate into the 
flesh of the bulb.

Infected aj badly as the samples vou 
sent me should bt burned. Any which 
are fairly clean, with perhaps only 
two or three small scabs, may have 
the scabs cut out, using the paint of 
a pocket knife. Dust the wounds with 
sulphur and plant out next spring om 
a different pesos of ground.

Here Are Some Tips, to Keep Plants Healthy 

PESTS ARE STILL WITH US

Tin- Burdening senson in thin area Ik 
altoul over (nr another j ear. Some of us 
at this lime Kish with relief, throw the 
lawn mower, the wheelbarrow, and a»- 
nortod HmiU In a comer of the iwsemenf. 
and ho|N*fully settle down /or some 
pleasant loafing. 

However. many living quarters these day* 
•re maim wined .it a taiily constant warm 
Irmpcialuif; these condition* provide an ex- 
rellent climate for the developm* t of insert* 
on various bouap plant*. So there s work to be 
•Ion* Whenever new plant* or cutting* are 
leceived. they should be 1 carefully lns|>eeted; 
Ihnoe infested with Inaecta rilould be kept 
•way Iron, other plant* until the Inaecta have 
h*sii removed. Washing plant* at Interval# 
a ill help to reduce Infestation*. The washing 
may be done with' water alone but preferably 
with a solution of one or two ounce* of soft 
•cap per gallon of water. Alter washing *'lh 
the soap solution the planta ahould he rinsed 
off with cold water 

When Inserts have become established, 
there are a number of Inaertlcide* available 
for their control. Theae Include »uch material* 
as nicotine, malathlon. pyrethrum *nd dema 

■ •tracts, and oil emulalonm. Malathlon I* 
readily available, and give* good control of 
moat Insect* and mite* on house plant*, but 
may Injure some tender planta such as Boston 
anil maidenhair fern*, crasmila. and jretunla. 
Ml sprays are effective hut must be used 
caiefullv to avoid ln|ury, especially op ferns W

Spider mile* are also serious peer* of houae 
plant*.

Mealybugs are common on t(»e fuchsia, 
geranium, palm ob-ander. coleus and some 
other .plant* These Insect* ure oval in shape, 
with a white, waxy covering Scale Insect* 
commonly attack fern. |>*lm, rnrlon Ivy nle 
ander. cactus and rutrber planta.
